DIGGING UP RUINS. 


Remains of House Dating Back to 2000 
B.C., Found in Sweden. 
Big Find. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. &-—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Dr. Frodin, secretary of 
the Historical Museum of Sweden, to- 
day gives further particulars of the 
recent remarkable prehistoric find in 
Ostergotiand, near Alvastra station, 
in the vicinity of Lake Takern. Seven 
feet below the surface of the ground 
was discovered the remains of a house 
dating back at least to B.C. 2000, It 
is the first discovery of the kind ever 
made in Sweden, and the excavations;
